ENTHUSIASTICALLY GREETED. 

Prince Bismarck was enthusiastically greeted 
on his way to the Reichstag Palace by dense 
crowds, which lined the route along Wilhelm 
strasse to the palace. Prince Bismarck en- 
tered the Relcntag at 2% minutes after 
1. He was received with deafening 
cheers. The House proceeded with the first 
reading of the military loan bill, and Prince 
Bismarck arose to address the House. He 
said: 

PRINCE BISMARCK’S SPEECH. 

I do not believe Ioan add anything to the 
true state of the case regarding the bill. Ido 
not address you on that account. My object 
is to speak of the general situation of Europe. 
I may confine myself to referring to 
what I said onthe same subject over a year 
ago. There has been very little changes since 
then, when I feared war with France. 
Since then France has elected a peace- 
loving Président and a pacific disposition nas 
prevailed, I can therefore reassure the public 
that so far as France is concerned 
the prospect has become more peaceful. 
Kegarding Russia also, Iam of no other opin- 
ion than when I said that we have to appre- 
hend no attack from Russie. The situation 
must not be judged from press comments. 
The Russian newspapers I do not believe. 
I believe the Czar’s word absolutely. The 
situation on the whole is not different from 
that of 1879. I grant that the concentra- 
tion of Russian troops on the frontier may ap- 
pear serious, but I see no cause or pretext for 
a Russian or a European war. Russia has no 
interest to conquer Prussia nor Austrian 
provinces. 

RUSSIA’S POLICY. 

Indeed, I go so far in my confidence as 
30 say that even a war with France would 
not necessitate a war with Russia, although 
the latter eventually would involve the 
former. It is true that I can not demand any 
explanation from the Russian foreign office 
regarding the concentration of troops on the 
frontier, but having been well acquainted 
with Russia's policy for a generation, 
I may have my own opinion in the matter. I 
believe the Russian Cabinet intends to make 
Russia’s voice heard at the next European 
crisis, and therefore wishes to push her mili- 
tary forces as far westward as possible. 

THE STOCK MARKETS BUOYANT. 

LONDON, February 6— p. m.—The stock 
market is buoyant in consequence of the 
peaceful tenor of Prince Bismarck’s speech in 
the German Reichstag to-day. 


THE WAR SCARE, 


Press Comments On the Austro-German 
Alliance—The Situation. 


Lonpon, February 6.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at St. Petersburg, says: Russia 
for u long time has had no objection to the 
publication of the Austro-German treaty, but 
Austria objected because she desired to induce 
a belief at home and abroad that the alliance 
went further than it actually goes.’’ 


NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Times 
says: ‘‘At a Polish ball last evening Crown 
Prince Rudolph said that there was no cause 
for alarm. The Emperorexpressed the same 
opinion in an audience with the Governor of 
Galicia., It is reported that Count Kainoxy 
and Count Andrassy have both stated that the 
Austro-German treaty was published with the 
view of strengthening the hands of President 
Carnot and the Czar, both of whom are in 
favor of peace, and in order to show that the 
alliance is not directed against France. The 
first feeling of alarm among the newspapers is 
subsiding.’’ 

THE MAGYARS PLEASED. 

Advices from Pesth say that the Magyars are 
greatly pleased with the treaty, regarding it 
as evidence of the close adhesion of Germany 
and Austria. They loudly praise Count 
Andrassy, and speak in admiration of Prince 
Bismark and Emperor William. 

FAVORABLE TO AUSTRIA. 

The Pesther Lloyd and the Nemzet assert 
that the treaty has been amended since 1879, 
and that the terms ef the compact are now 
more favorable to Austria.

Alfred K. Williamson of New York, who 


passedthrough the city on his return from 
California, was encountered in the corridor of 
the Southern Hotel by a Post-DISPATOH re- 
porter, to whom he gave seme curious 
particulars of his experiences in San Francis- 
co. ‘‘WhenI arrived in San Francisco, said 
Mr. Williamson, ‘‘I determined to gratify a 
life-long curiosity and see Ohinatown thor- 
oughly, not simply the sections usually visited 
bytourists, but those places into which Amer- 
loans seldom penctrate.

obtained. Ihad not been in Chinatown half 
an hour before I saw one reason of the hos- 
tility that Oalifornians feel toward the 
Chinese. It would scarcely be deemed 
possible that so large a proportion 
of their wants could be supplied 


from China. Rows of booths. filled with eata- 
bles imported from Ohina lined the streets, 
and I was told that many Chinamen dought 
scarcely anything that was sold or grown 
by Ameri . d meat, fieh, fowls, even

ferred by the Celestials to the best American 
products. 
THE WORST SPOT IN CHINATOWN.

The Coal Operators and Miners’ Meeting 
nat Pittsburg. az 

PrrrsBurG, Pa., February 6.—The Scale 
Committee of the Coal Operators and Miners’ 
Interstate Convention 16 in session here to- 
day. From the outlook it would seem as if 
no difficulties will be found in arranging the 
scale as the operators do not express ary 
intention of reducing wages in any part of 
the country and the miners do not ask 
an advance. Ifthe matter is not settled to- 
day, however, it will be left for the general 
convention which opens here to-morrow. 
The joint scale, which the present conven- 
tion is to renew this year, is known 
as the Columbus agreement, because at that 
Ohio city two years ago, the formation was

to this there had been numberless quarrels be- 
tween operators in the Pittsburg and in 
the Hocking Valley, owing to the charges 
of the ttsburg operators that er 
aid higher wages and larger freigh 
ariffs than was dene in Ohio and could not 
well compete in the same markets. Both these 
districts complained against the Indiana aud 
Southern Illinois miners working for less 
money.

ried from 59 cents in one district to 69 cents in 
Pittsburg, while the Hocking Valley miners 
mostly worked on agreements. The neficial 
effects of this agreement were such that at the 
last convention wages advanced to 74 cents 
in this district and cents in the 
Hocking Valley, and again in November 
last to 79 cents and 74. A uniform scale for 
dead work was projected and is now being put 
into use. Important sanitary regulations and 
rules promoting better government of the 
mines and safety to the employes were intro- 
duced. The reement now affects in the 
neighborhood of 50,000 miners—700 to 900 pits.

As the Constitution requires that a nat- 
uralised citizen shall have been seven 
years a naturalized citizen before he is 
eligible to a seat in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, there should be a reasonable 
}adherence to the rule which requires him 
to fix the date of his naturalization by 
producing his naturalization papers or 
other record proof. 

The Democrats of the House Committee 
on Elections may adhere too rigidly to this 
rule in proposing to declare vacant the 
seat for the Twelfth Indiana District. 
Wits (Rep.) who received 17,900 votes 
against 15,416 for the Democratic candi- 
date, claims that he twice took out his 
naturalization papers but lost them, and 
is now unable to find or produce any 
‘court record whatever in support of his 
claim. 

In the struggle over the Senatorship,the 
Republicans secured a seat which did not 
belong to them in the last Indiana Legis- 
lature by simply giving it to the Republi- 
can contestant who was defeated at the 
polla, and their only ground for doing 


this was that the Democratio member- 


elect stood in precisely the same position 
in which Mr. WHITE stands now. Instead 
of declaring the seat vacant through the 
election of an ineligible candidate, and 
thus giving the people a chance to rectify 
their mistake, they followed the rare and 
bad precedent of declaring the rejected 
candidate elected. 

Citing this Republican precedent, Mr. 
Wuitr’s Democratio contestant, who 
Was defeated in a Democratic district by 
Democratic squabble over Federal pat- 
ronage, claimed the seat on the ground 
that the votes cast for WHiTre were void, 
having been given with Cue notice of 
Warre’s inability to furnish any record 
proof of his naturalization. The Repub- 
lican members of the committee voted 
solid with the Democrats against this 
claim, and apparently with some better 
reason than their determination to adopt 
any rule of action necessary to squeeze the 
Democrat out and the Republican in, 
they insist on seating WHITE. 

The rule which requires a member-elect 
to fix the date of his naturalization by 
producing his papers or copies of the court 
record should be adhered to, unless he 
can provethe destruction of the records 
by e or other accident, When the best 
evidence is unattainable from such eause 
the next best is entitled to consideration.

THE CASE OF THE STATE. 

Upon the trial the State, to sustain the issue 
on its part, introduced in evidence a certified 
copy ofthe articies of incorporation of the 
Supreme Sitting of the Order of the Iron Hall.

The act of March 80, 1887, clearly,.as admit- 
pon those representin the State, is not in- 
volved in this case. e purpose of that 
act was obviously to bring the so-called 
assessment insurance companies within the 
— law, that is to provide for State 
gulation of the same, our law prior to that 
time being only adapted to the so-calied old 
lite insurance companies. The purpose of the 
Legislature in reference to benevolent or char- 
itable associations thorized to do business 
under the acts of , already quoted, is 
Clearly manifested by section 18 as follows: 

SEO. 18. Nothing in this act shall be so con- 
strued as to impair or in any manner inter- 
fere with any of the rights or privileges of any 
corporation, association or organization do- 
ing ® life or casualty insurance business in 
this State under the laws as they now exist, 
nor to any benevolent or charitable associa- 
tion or society now incorporated, or that may 
hereafter be incorporated under the provis- 
ions of chapter 21, article 10 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1679 of the State of Missouri, and 
the acts amendatory thereof. 

The purpose of this act of 1887 is clearly 
shown by the recitals in the emergency clause 
as follows: 

Sec. 4. An emergency having arisen 
in the opinion of this General Assembly by 
reason of the fact that there is no law author- 
izing assessment companies to organize and 
do the business of life and accident insurance 
in this State, it is hereby further declared and 
enacted that this act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after its passage. 

A SIMILAR CASE DECIDED. 

The only case decided by the Court of Ap- 
peals or Supreme Court since the acts of 1881 
went Into effect is the case of the State ex rel. 
vs. Brawner which was begun in this court, 
and upon the trial 1 found the defendant 
Brawner, guilty, because the facts showed 
were that the association for which he was 
agent was an insurance company only; on ap- 
peal it was decided by the Oourt of Ap- 
gee in 1884, affirming my finding. The case 
s not reported at length in the Court of Ap- 
peals reports, but a copy of the decision is 
contained in the pamphlet of decisions pub- 
lished by the Insurance Department. It ap- 

eared inthat case that the Mutual Réserve 

nd Life Association, of which the defendant 
Brawner was the agent, wasnothing but an 
assessment insurance company, making no 
retense whatever to do any work of benevo- 
ence, or to have any fraternal or social 
ea 


tures. 

„We have shown that it presents no other 
features than those of a mutual life insurance 
company. It cannot be called a benevolent or 
0 ble association any more than 
other life insurance company can be called 
euch. It has no whatever of benevo- 

ence or charity except © insurance, and it 
would be a great strain upon the meaning of 
the words hold that our Legislature, in 
using the words benevolent or charitable asso- 
clations or societies, meant to desi te any 
life insurance pompany- The meaning of the 
Legislature evidently was that societi rmed 
in this and other States for purposés o nev- 
olence or charity, other than mere life insur- 

j 


ance companies, may insure the lives of their 
members without subjecting themselves to the 
operation of our statutes relating to life in- 
surance.’’ 

I have read the decisions of the Cirouit 
Courts published by the Insurance Depart- 
ment of this State. Every one of them pro- 
ceeds on the same prineiple upon which the 
case of the State vs. Brawner above cited was 
decided. Thatis, while the associations pro- 
ceeded against, called themselves benevolent, 
the facts showed they were insurance eom- 
panies pure and simple. They had no frater- 
nal, social or benevolent features outside of 
insurance. 

BENEVOLENT ORGANIZATIONS EXEMPT. 

It isa matter of public notoriety that there 
exists and for years have existed in this State 
and in other States and Territories associa- 
tions and corporations popularly known as 
benevolent and charitable bodies, which, as 
an incident of their organization, insure their 
members against sickness, accident and death. 
Among these organizations are the Odd Fel- 
lows, Royal Arcanum, Legion of Honor, 
Knights of Honor, Knights of Pythias, An- 
cient Order ef United Workmen and the An- 
ecient Order of Hibernians, etc. 

From the above brief review of our insur- 
ance la ws and the decisions of the courts of 
our State there is no reasonable man but that 
must conclude that such orders and toocieties 
as those above named are intended to be and 
are exempted from the effect ef the general 
insurance laws of the State. 

„The Sapreme Sitting of the Order of the 
Iron Hall’’ professes to be an order of benevo- 
lence and charity founded on like general 
principles as those above named. 

Does the evidence in this case show the 
claims of the Order of the Iron Hall to be 
only a profession or a fact? 

It human testimony can be relied en itis 
abundantly shown that the Order of the Iron 
Hall is a benevolent and charitable institu- 
tion within the 1 and meaning of our 
laws. It is shown to live fully up to all it pro- 
fesses in the way of benevolence and charity. 
It bas“striven and is striving to improve the 
condition of its My epee morally, socially 
and materially. To this end the branches have 
lectures, debates, entertainments where the 
members and their friends and families meet 
and — themselves, by r its 
members in business and assisting to obtain 
employment when in need. Certainly there 
can be no higher benevolence than to assist 
men who are and willing to work, but 
who cannot get it themselves, to find employ- 
ment that may with honor and seit. 
respect support themselves and their families, 
to provide for and c rt the sick and dis- 
tressed members of the order. 

This the evidence shows has been done in 
the most effectual manner;and it is further 
shewn that the order through it branches has 
a bureau ef information for the benefit of its 
members in N employment and for 
assis each other in business; surely ali 
these things show. that this order is 
something more than an insurance company; 
the insurance is an in@dent und benevolence 
and charity the main objects of the order as 
shown by the evidence, 

he claim of those representing the State 
that the form of the benefits in this order are 
not authorized by the statutes Ido not think 
well founded. Our statute makes no 25 
to prescribe what kind of insurance may be 
ea on by benevolent societies; whether it 
be the most wise or not; whether it be don 
experience and actuarial wisdom is not mate- 
rial. The question for the VUourt to determine 
is whether or not the order has benevolent, 
fraternal and social features which take it out 
of the pale of the statute.

The BRemantic Career and Death of the 
Fameus Mexican Bandit. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., February}6.—The State 
Department is in receipt of the details of the 
pursuit by Mexican troops and final killing of 
the notorious bandit, Eraciio Bernal, the 
slayer of Leon Baldwin, for whose death his 
widow ismow pressing a claim for indemnity 
against the Mexican Government. The story 
of the life and death of this remarkable robber 
is romantic in the extreme. He was born 
thirty-eight years ago in the State of Sinaloa, 


Mexico, and during his early manhood bore 
the * of an industrious and 
law-abiding citizen. Twelve years o he 
was arrested and convicted of a crime of which 
he was afterwards proved innocent. Smart- 
ing with shame and humiliation he seized a 
desperate chance and effected his escape from 
prison. He then swore a solemn oath that his 
future career would amply revenge the wrongs 
he had suffered, and that if again imprisoned 
it would be fora good cause. He left the vil- 
lages behind him and lay in hiding in the 
mountains until he had gathered about him as 
wild and lawless a band of cut-throats as ever 


followed 
A DESPERATE LEADER. 

Bernal’s great stature, perfect ignorance of 
fear, anda rude but keen sense of justice, 
made him at once admired and respected by 
the villians with whom he had surrounded 
himself. He set out at once upona systematic 
career of pillage and violence, atfirst con- 
fining himself to waylaying «6 coaches, 
robb the passengers and killing those 
who offered resistance. Growin bolder 
his band became larger, he descended 
on outlying hamietse and often laid 
ole villages under contribution, carrying 
off by ferce everything that was denied him. 
Young giria were frequently 1 and 
taken to the mountain fastnesses of the nd, 
where they were held until heavily ransomed. 
His journeys weré made by night and his 
favorite method of pillaging a town was to 
select one, twenty or thirty miles from 
his camp, and after a hard ride, fall upon it 
like a wolf just at daybreak. 

After the death of Leon Baldwin, Bernal’s 
band tened the lives of a number of 
Mexican mule packers, unless they would leave 
the service of the Americans. Several refused 
to do so and were killed. Orippin Garoia and 
George Ayon, relatives of e dead men, 
started out alone in search of the outlaw’s 
den. They found Bernal, surrounded bya few 
followers, encamped on the top of amountain. 
In the hope of capturing him alive, they re- 
turned to the mines, where a few soldiers 
were stationed under Lient, Fernan- 
den. With twenty men Fernandes set 
out for the cam the outlaws. 
The inhabitants of a neighboring vil- 
age, Antonio del Carro, were roused and a 
number of them organized and placed under 
the command of Juan Herara. Under the 
guidance of Garciaand Ayon, the little band 
toiled up the mountein side under cover of 
night. After a perilous climb among rocks 
and ravines Garcia arrived near the summit, 
where they formed acordon around the camp. 
Catching sight of a swarthy face among the 
rocks, Garcia fired his rifle, the signal for the 
attack. Bernal himself led several impetuous 
charges against the villayers and fought des- 
perately for more thana hour. The conflict 
was hand to hand and Bernal was finally 

SEPARATED FROM HIS BAND. 
Having emptied his revolver and rifle, he 
clubbed the latter and roshed at Garcia, who 
levelled his pistol and shot the outlaw dead. 
The reward of $10,000 offered by the State of 
Sinaloa for Bernal’s head has been paid to 
Garcia, The death of Bernal has greatly ro- 
lieved the terrorized provinces of Sinaloa and 
Durango, and the mining operations of the 
Americans and others are ing carried on 
without fear of molestation. This improved 
state of affairs has been mainly brought about 
through tne appeals of Mrs. Baldwin, and the 
American residents of those 3 recog- 
pine and appreciate her efforts in their be- 
alt. 


The story of the cold-blooded murder of Mr. 
Baldwin was told in the Post-DisPaTcH. He 
was superintendent ofa mine in the State of 
Durango, owned and operated by Americans. 
One day last Autumn, when near the mine, he 
was fired upon by a couple of Bernal’s gang, 
but managed to get into the tunnel. He was 
not much hurt. The bandits approached the 
mine and parieyed with

the native miners. 
Finally they promised Mr. Baldwin not to hurt 
him if he would come out and talk with them. 
Thinking they were after money and that im- 
munity from further molestation could be 
obteined by its payment, Mr. Baldwin went 
out to meet them, and a few minutes later was 
shot dead bythe bandits.

It is highly essential, asthe Ass®ciation is in 
a peculiarly trying position, that such a man 
should be secured. the chief m ates 
would put their shoulders together and con- 
tribute liberally, unquestionably one could be 
secured who for years as the presiding officer 

Hoted the League through many stormy per- 

ods. He is conceded to be the greatest 
man ever known in the history 
of the national game. The gentleman 
I refer tois Mr. A. G. Mills of New York..W hile 
Mr. Mills is drawing a salary of $10,000 a year, 
besides having a large interest in the Otis Ele- 
vator Company, yet he has the time that would 
be necessary to preside over the interests of 
the Association. Ifthe right influences were 
brought to bear he surely could be prevailed 
upon to take the office.

OLD DAYS ON THE RIVER. 


A VETERAN STEAMBOATMAN TELLS SOME 
VERY INTERESTING TALES. 


The Deadly Fiatboat and the Danger It 
Foreshadowed— River Pirates and Their 
Murders — The Notorieus McCoy Gang 
and ir Achievements — Wholesale 
Robbery and How It Was Done —A 
State of Things Which Has Happily 
Passed Away. 


Louis A. Barnard of Shreveport, La., one of 
the oldest steamboat men on the Mississippi, 
arrived in the city yesterday, and is at the La- 
olede. A PosT-DISPATOH reporter called upon 
Capt. Barnard and requested him to give a few 
of his reminiscences of old days on the river. 
My experience extends over a period of more 
than forty years,’’ replied the Captain, ‘‘and 
Ihave seen a great many changes in my day. 
When I first went on the river, as a boy, while 
there were many steamboats, the major part 
of the down river trade was done on flat 
and keel boats: The keel boats were sometimes 
towed up the river from New Orleans, but the 


pense of towing them against the stream was 
greater than the cost of the boats. There was 
always a great feeling of hostility between 
flatboats and steamboats, as besides cutting 
into the freight business the flatboats were the 
most dangerous impediments to navigation to 
be met with on the river. Themen on them 
were reckless, and seldom burned lights at 
night, and in a fog the first intimation that a 
steamboat would have of the vicinity of one of 
them would be a staggering shock, as she 
crashed ‘‘bows on’’ upon the unseen obstacle, 
the collision often being fatal tothe steamer. 
In revenge every pilot on the river used to 


take especial delight in running close to the 
side of a flatboat and smashing the long oars 
by which their course was directed, a pro- 
ceeding often resented by a rifle- ball from the 
infuriated boatmen. 

THE OLD BIVER PIRATES. 

But there was one danger on the 
river, continued Oapt. Barnard, ‘‘which 
has new entirely disappeared. Before 
the war there were a set 
of men who make the living by an organized 
system of river piracy. The steamboats did 
not suffer from their depredations, but the 
smaller boats were liable to receive a visit any 
night and lose whatever valuables could be 
found on board. These pirates were the off- 
scourings of what may be called the river 
population, as there were thousands who bad 
no home on shore and 
of their time on 
The numereus islands along the river 
scarcely any of which were inhabited, an 
which were generally covered by a thick 
growth of cane, cottonwood and underbrush, 
formed excellent places of refuge where a 
dozen men could easily lie concealed all day, 
sallying out at night to ply their nefarious 
traffic. They generally used large skiffs, and 
with muffled oars would drop down stream to 
where a flatboat or Keelboat was floating, 
board it and c off everything they 
could la their hands on. atobes 
were seldom kept, and robbery was 
easy, but when the boatmen were by chance 
awakened bythe thieves, the latter had no 
hesitation in resorting to violence, for which 
they were always weil prepared. Asarule 
they avoided using firearms, lest the sound of 
shots should attract the attention of any 
steamboat that might be near at hand, pre- 
ferring tq use a heavy bludgeon shod with 
iron, which was the * 8 universal weapon 
of these pirates. The flatboatmen, roused sud- 
denly from their sleep and unprepared, were 
no match fer their assailants, and were either 
all killed, or driven into the cabin, while the 
depredators would take to their boats, and 
slip off inthe darkness, disappearing beyond 
chance of pursuit. Scarcely an island can be 
found between Catro and New Orleans that 
has not at some time been the haunt of a gang 
of these pirates, and the amount of property, 
and the number of lives that the took every 
year was very considerable. 

ORGANIZED ROBBERS. 

Many of these gangs, the speaker went 
on to say, ‘‘were composed of afew criminals 
thrown together by chance, but in the years 
from 1850 to 1855 there were organized bands, 
under able leadership, which had headquar- 
ters at two or three points, and were spread 
along the entire length of the river. They 
maintained a most admirable spy system, and 
when a flat or keel boat was takingon an es- 
pecially valuable lading at any Northern port, 
intelligence of the fact was sent down the 
river, and gangs were on the look- 
out every few miles. These boats, which 
often laden with valuable furs, were generally 
too well manned and guarded to render pos- 
sibie the usual pilflering methods, and the 
plan of thosein charge of the contemplated 
robbery was to get two or three of their own 
men on board as workmen. These men 
would contrive to be put on thesame watch,and 
on some dark night, when near an island oc- 
cupied by their gang, would wee signal -

due to the death of the leader and not to the 
authorities, as frequent raids on various sec- 
tions of it had proved unsuccessful in break- 
ing it up. 

The transfer of the freighting business from 
the flatboats to the steamboats gave a death- 
blow to this nefarious traffic, and the war 
brought it utterly to an end. But in its palmy 
days piracy on the Mississippiwas a very 
prominent feature of river life, and the deeds 
of violence committed by these men have 
never been fully known, as the proof of the 
great majority of them lies at the bottom of 
the river.’’ a
